New Delhi , the 18 th December 1976 

S.R.O. 48-E. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 
of the Cantonment Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Central Government, after consulting 
the Government of the State of Haryana and Cantonment Board, Ambala declared 
Its intention to exclude from Cantonment of Ambala the local areas specified in 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

Any objection to the proposal which any inhabitant of the Cantonment of 
Ambala may, within six weeks from the date of publication of this notification, 
submit in writing to the Central Government through the General Offlcer-Com- 
manding-in-Chief, Western Command, will be laken into consideration.
